If actions speak louder than 
words let’s take a look at the 
battle between Safeway 
Stores, which proudly sells 
California table grapes, and 
the United Farm Workers Or- 
ganizing Committee 
(UFWOC) which demands 
loudly and bitterly that Safe- 
way stop. 

UFWOC is currently parad- 
ing in front of the Pacific 
Coast Stock Exchange in San 
Francisco, has harassed Safe- 
way stockholders, sat in at 
the firm’s Oakland headquar- 
ters and attempted to disrupt 
its annual shareholders meet- 
“ in Baltimore — all in an 
effort to pull grapes from 
Safeway’s stores. 

UFWOC, which proclaims 
itself the champion of the 
downtrodden, is strong on 
words but little else. For four 
years it has spent millions of 
dollars attempting to organ- 
ize grape workers against 
their will. Without success. 

What UFWOC has succeed- 
ed in doing is driving some 
grape growers out of busi- 
ness, with consequent unem- 
ployment for hundreds of 
workers. To the accompani- 
ment of bullhorns, publicity 
fanfare, intimidation and 
violence. 

Safeway is a business dedi- 
cated to the making of a rea- 
sonable profit within the 
framework of the free enter- 

rise system. Nowhere in its 
letters of incorporation does 
it talk about “helping the less 
fortunate.” 

Loudly or softly. 

But that is what Safeway is 
currently doing. Quietly. 

Over in San Francisco's 
black community of Hunters 
Point exists a little. store 
called Neighborhood Co-op. 

It had its beginnings six 
years ago in a self-help 
dream of Sam Jordan, a Hun- 
ters Point resident, and some 
of his friends. They wanted a 
store where they could hire 
some of their own people and 
give the people a fair shake 
for their money, fair prices 
and better merchandise. 

They found a store avail- 
able and set to work. 

But the dream didn’t work. 
Business never flourished, the 
credit rating flopped and soon

Armed with data from a recent national survey of 
college student attitudes, as well as their own ideas as 
to what constitutes today’s real educational problems, 
the MSU group hopes to plant the seeds, at least, of a 
new understanding between the great bulk of the stu- 
dent generation and a public harassed, worried, and 
angered by the violent antics of the few. 

They will cite the survey’s finding, for instance, 
that “most seniors and freshmen see eye-to-eye with 
their parents on most things” (thereby isolating to the 
few the much publicized “over-30” syndrome). They 
no doubt also will discuss frankly the educational 
drawbacks that concern serious students—overcrowd- 
ed classes, indifferent and impersonal instruction, de- 
humanization, inadequate opportunity for the very 
sort of dialogue they themselves are attempting to set 
up. 

The Michigan State mission is a heartening devel- 
opment in what has been largely a disheartening situa- 
tion. It is, in purpose at least, a bright and concrete 
demonstration of what President Nixon, in his election 
campaign, said this nation needs: “. . . a creative dis- 
sent; a unity within which a diversity of view and 
expression is welcome.” 


SICK? HARDLY 


A Chicago-based, nationally syndicated columnist 
recently ran an item quoting press reports about the 
success his city’s police had in persuading a young man 
not to jump from the 10th floor of a south side bank 
building while a heckling crowd shouted to him to 
jump. The columnist’s comment: “And you still think 
this isn’t a sick society?” 

The answer is “Yes. Were YOU there heckling? 
Was your wife? Were your fellow newspapermen, or 
most of the people you meet in all areas of Chicago 
life? To you, do those few disturbed ones really repre- 
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sent society?”

afeway manager to pilot the 
co-op’s operations and start 
training personnel. 

Safeway’s fee: $1.00. 

“We couldn’t stand idly by, 

owing the co-op was going 
under, with some 2,700 per- 
sons of limited circumstances 
suffering from the loss,” said 
Reynolds. 

Now the store is on the 
point of breaking even. It 
could almost be another Safe- 
way — but its shareholders 
are its shoppers and any profit 
will go to them. 

It makes you want to say 
to UFWOC, in the words of 
Shakespeare: “Suit the action 
to the word, the word to the 
action; with this special ob- 
servance, that you o’erstep 
not the modesty of nature.”

SACRAMENTO— California 
will have a 46-day dove hunting 
season opening statewide on 
Labor Day, September 1, under 
regulations adopted by the Fish 
and Game commission. 

The commission has also 
adopted separate straight 30-day 
band-tailed pigeon seasons for 


the northern and south-central © 


areas. 

‘The dove season will continue 
through Sunday, September 30, 
then reopen November 
29-December 14. The daily bag 
limit is 10 and the possession 
limit 20 after opening day. 
White-winged doves may be 
taken only in Imperial, 
Riverside, and San Bernardino 
counties. The bag and possession 
limits apply in the aggregate of 
species where both mourning 
and white-winged doves are 
allowed. 

The band-tailed pigeon season 
will be September 27 through 
October 26 in the counties of 
Butte, Del Norte, Glenn, 
Humboldt, Lassen, Mendocino, 
Modoc, Plumas, Shasta, Sierra, 
Siskiyou, Tehama, and Trinity. 
The season in the balance of the 
state will be December 
13-January 11. The bag and 
possession limit is eight birds.

BAKERSFIELD — 
Public Works board has 
approved $21,700 for land 
‘acquisition by the Kern Junior 
College district in connection 
with development of the 
Porterville College campus. 

Dr. Edward Simonsen, 
district superintendent, reported 
the approval at a recent meeting 
of the board. He also said that 
by 1979, the Kern Junior 
College district will have to 
provide for approximately 5,000 
more full-time students than 
now enrolled. 

The board also adopted a 
final budget for 1969-70 
amounting to $8,723,024 which 
will require a tax rate of about 
53 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation, including 5.36 cents 
for the district’s share of 
participation in the Junior 
College Construction act.
